We earnestly Irnsl lhat wluilever benefi- 
cent will-o'-tliB-wisp our Goverumeni may 
amuse ilself with pursuing among the mazes 
and the pitfalls of Italian politics, they will 
allow 110 chase afli r the ideal lo make tiiem 
fiireel Ihe osential imparlance of friendly 
relations with Germany. The Germans 
mast always be uur natural allies ; for they 
are the only greal people besides ourselves 
who. harbor no schemes of European con- 
quest, and whose welfare is hound up with 
peace; and ihe present crisi.s is one lhat 
shooUl draw the alliance closer. The course 
uf evenis lias linked our interests together, 
and our coinnioii necessities trace out for us 
a common path. The frontiers of both are 
ihieatenetl hy the same storm, and on Ihe 
beaiini! ol the two it will perhaps depeiul 
whether it is lo liuisl at once in all its lury, 
or for the pieseiil pass away. The pan thai 
events are assigning lu these two nations to 
fill it one that they have filled together more 
than once before. Europe ha.s mure than 
once owned its independence to the same 
combination airainst the same foe. It is 
rnelaiicliolv, hilt it seems to be decreed, thai 
history should alwavs move on lonnd this 
one dremy, iiiivaiyiiig ciicle, and that the 
hard-working, peace-loving Teutonic race 
should be doiinied every fifty years to waste 
it.s weal ill, and hall in its unwaril progress 
ill order lo Imillr c>illi and cuib tlic restless 
rapacity ul France. Apparently the era is 
coming lonnd ii:;ain, and Ihe unwelcome 
task is aliijiit to be reimp' Se l. .\eillier 
Kniiland nor Prus.sia are nations uf a temper 
lo eipii|> costly armaments out of mere vani- 
ty, or 111 p;iralyze their own commerce by a 
caiistdi'ss war.
